| Says Measure Is Needed to Preserve 
Monetary Standards and Aid 
Mining Industry.

Of course, with our 
great store of gold coin freely avai}- 
able, it, is impossible to raise the 
price of gold bullion, but if our coin 
stock could be effectively protected 
bullion would immediately cease go- 
ing to the mints and be salable at a 
premium.” 

Roberts said the gold mining in- 
dustry in the United States had been 
seriously affected by advancing costs, 
while its income had been held down 
by the fixed coinage value of gold, 
$20.67 an ounce. Meanwhile, the con- 
somption of gold for manufactures 
‘has been larger than ever before. The 
‘United States is almost the only 
| country in which gold producers are 
unable to obtain a premium above 
the mint price, he added, 

“I fear,” he said, “that a low pro- 
duction of gold and an unfavorable 
outlook for the industry, at a time 
when credit is being curtailed and 
prices lowered, would have thie effect 
of reviving all the monetary heresies 
of the past. We want to stand by the 
gold standard; {t is the sheet-anchor 
of our enduring prosperity, but it 
will require a healthy gold mining 
industry to sustain it.”’

President Wilson’s decision that he will not accept 
the reservations to the peace treaty which have been 
voted by the Senate majority nor ask other nations 
to accept them, but will drop the treaty, if the reser- 
vations are retained in the ratification resolution, em- 
phasizes the gravity of the situation in the Senate.

It is practically certain that other signatory nations 
will not accept the reservations. The statements of 
the press and of leading men in Great Britain and 
France foreshadow a humiliating refusal. Of course, 
Japan would not accept the Shantung reservation, if 
she were willing to take the other reservations. Italy 
is seeking an outlet from some of the obligations of 
the treaty. 

Even if other signatory nations should accept the 
amended treaty, it would be so weakened that it 
would be practically useless. Opinion in both France 
and England agrees that the reservations destroy the 
utility and force of the treaty. Our participation in 
the treaty and the covenant under these reservations 
would be so feeble that agreement to them on the part 
of our associates would render the whole treaty 
useless, because it would enfeeble the obligations of 
other participants who would not support the re- 
strictions and responsibilities and obligations that we 
refused to bear. It is better for us to stay out of 
the treaty and the covenant than to weaken it with 
our deadly reservations. It can be started on a 
sound basis by other nations and we can be admitted 
later with full responsibilites and pledges when 
statesmen of broader mind and higher ideals and 
practices control the Senate. 

If the President is forced by the Anti-Wilson 
partisan clique to drop the treaty he will not have 
killed it. It will be dead when it comes to his hands. 
No parliamentary maneuvering or jockeying can 
shift the responsibility from the shoulders of the 
men who have exhausted the resources of partisan- 
ship and personal animosity to humiliate the Presi- 
dent, block his great work and demonstrate their 
power, regardless of consequences to our own country 
and the world. 

Hope for a fair compromise which will not destroy 
or emasculate the treaty is not yet abandoned. There 
is ground for the view that much of the maneuvering 
of the partisan leaders of the Senate is jockeying for 
party and personal advantage and mere bluffing. 
There is reason to believe that when the partisan 
game has been played to the end, enough Senators 
who do not want the treaty to perish will join in sav- 
ing it by adopting fair reservations. This is our hope, 
but the treaty, which embodies the fruits of the war 
and the hopes of mankind for a better world, is 
gravely endangered. Its fate hangs in the balance. 
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The liquor men, it is reported, attempted to retain 
Mr. Hughes and Mr. Taft to represent them, both of 
whom indignantly declined to take the case, and were 
finally compelled to employ an obscure attorney 
named Elihu Root.

Only a fortuitous circumstance prevented the lynch- 
ing of four negroes at Moberly. Because the limb ofa 
tree over which a rope had been cast broke, three 
were enabled to escape in the darkness, being re- 
turned later to the custody of the law. Missouri 
wishes that the fourth had been saved, through 
the strength of its organized force for upholding or- 
der and affording equal protection to all members of 
society, rather than through misadventure or chance. 
But without ascertainment of his agency in an offense 
chorged against him or any attempt to proportion 
punishment to the gravity of the offense, even if he 
was guilty, the mob, after the fashion of mobs, put 
him to death. He was accused of robbery. Could not 
this common-law offense have been left to the public 
authorities? 

Wherein does the act of this mob, which disgraced 
Missouri, differ so much from the doctrines and acts 
of the so-called “reds,” who advocate and in some in- 
stances dare to employ violence?

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A NEUTRALIZED ADRIATIO. 

The latest solution proposed for the tangled Fiume 
problem, emanating from Italy, is that the Adriatic 
Sea be neutralized; that all fortification of its coasts 
be forbidden and that all warships be excluded. Such 
& program, it is declared, would satisfy the Italian 
requirements of safety. 

There appears to be every reason for serious con- 
sideration of this solution, not only on account of 
the practical economies accruing to Italy, but also 
by reason of its wholesome effect generally upon the 
international situation. The principle of neutraliza- 
tion, under adequate guarantees, is susceptible of very 
much greater use than it has thus far been put to. 
Every stretch of territory or sea from which hostili- 
ties can be excluded is just so much gain to the 
world. It constitutes, in effect, disarmament with 
respect to such territory. 

The principle of neutralization, applied to the sea, 
is not new and its history warrants its extension. 
In 1809 Great Britain lent her sanction to the ancient 
rule of the Ottoman empire excluding warships from 
the Dardanelles and the Bosporus. These stipula- 
tions were reaffirmed in general treaties of 1841, 
1856, 1871 and 1878. They may be said to have 
achieved their object, although Russia violated them 
in 1904, in her war with Japan, by sending warships 
disguised as merchantmen through these straits 
from the Black Sea. The prompt protests of Great 
Britain, however, put an end to the operations of 
these vessels that had passed the straits in violation 
of treaty. 

In 1856 the great Powers of Europe attempted to 
neutralize the Black Sea as a condition of peace fol- 
lowing the Crimean War. Russia did not submit 
to it voluntarily and she seized the opportunity of tur- 
moil incident to the Franco-Prussian War in 1870 to 
repudiate the arrangement. In the conference of 
London following the Powers acquiesced in the Rus- 
sian view on the condition that Russia bind herself 
with the others to observe in the future the principle 
of European public law that no state may release 
itself from such a treaty or modify the terms thereof 
except with the consent of signatory Powers previous- 
ly obtained. 

This principle, designed to fortify the faith of trea- 
ties, has been vindicated in the treaty of peace with 
Germany through the enforced recognition by Ger- 
many of the unlawfulness of the invasion of Belgium 
in view of the treaty of neutralization of 1839.

“WAR-TIME” PROHIBITION AND EQUITY. 
From the Chicago Daily News. 

S the prohibition drama becomes more and 

more complicated it is necessary to recur to 
the first principles of American government for 
an explanation of the puzzling situation. 

The Federal Constitution has been amended to 
establish national prohibition. State referendum 
systems were not taken into account by Congress 
in submitting the amendment to the state legisia- 
tures, and this may or may not prove to have been 
a serious oversight. In the absence of further de- 
velopments, however, it is assumed by the Federal 
Government that constitutional prohibition will 
take effect on Jan. 16 next, in accordance with the 
proclamation issued by the State Department. 

The judicial decisions which have challenged so 
much attention in the last few days concern go- 
called war-time prohibition, not constitutional 
prohibition. Two Federal Judges—one in Ken- 
tucky, the other in Rhode Island—have held that 
the prohibition enforcement act passed by Con- 
gress, and then passed a second time over the 
President's veto is invalid and repugnant not only 
to the spirit of the national Constitution as a 
whole, but even to the prohibition amendment 
itself. 

That amendment gave the trade In intoxicating 
beverages a year in which to readjust its affairs, 
dispose of its stocks and prepare for the new 
regime. The war-time prohibition law took away 
that year of grace. While the fighting or the 
demobilization was in progress subniiasion was en- 
joined upon all asa ratriotic duty. But the com- 
pletion of Gemobilization, it is argued, should have 
been followed by the repeal of so-called war pro- 
hibition. This is the view the President took and 
it is the view of reason and equity. Congress took 
another view, and now the courts are being suc- 
cessfully appealed to under equity jurisprudence 
and constitutional safeguards to annul the war- 
time prohibition law or the law for its enforce- 
ment and grant relief to the liquor industry. 

If the Federal Judges should disagree, the re- 
sult would be deplorable confusion. ‘In some sec- 
tions intoxicants would be freely sold, while in 
others the dry regime would continue. This would 
stimulate smuggling and other evasions of the law. 
It is to be hoped that the Federal Supreme Court, 
which has just advanced a war-time prohibition 
case, will hand down a decision’ at an early day, 
thus giving the nation a consistent, uniform rule 
of action. 


THE RIGHT TO STRIKE.

ship in any service or industry the strike priv- 
llege should not be denied by law. The right to 
strike was won by the workers because they need- 
ed it to protect their interests as against the 
selfishness, or even the rapacity, of private em- 
ployers. They still need it as against private em- 
ployers and the effort of Senator Cummins to 
make railroad strikes {llegal under any circum- 
stances will surely fail because his bill is to re- 
store the railroads to their private owners and 
private managers. Without Government owner- 
ship, it se idle to talk of outlawing rallroad strikes 
in peace times; and this fs true of any basic !n- 
dustry like steel making or coal! mining. 

Yet there is middie ground which even the rall- 
road brotherhoods should occupy, and which they 
could afford to occupy. In the public interest, 


which tn the long run cannot be safely flouted. 
railroad strikes may legitimately be so restrained 
/or impeded in thelr preliminary stage, or In the 
| period before the explosive point ts reached in the 
| dispute, as to afford every opportunity to the pub- 
lic to familarize itself with the questions in con- 
troversy and to safeguard its interests. All this, 
too, under the regime of private ownership.

Organization has its uses, demonstrated this time in such a mobilization of blouse ideas as we did n@ know 
existed. The blouse is a garment indispensable to every well regulated wardrobe, and though we may cherish an 
instant’s resentment at an arbitrary ruling that we shall think of only one type of garment for a given time, 
isn’t it better to accept the spirit of the times and take advantage of an opportunity prescribed for us to dismiss 


the blouse subject from our minds? 


Blouse models which are the survivals of the fittest and have become almost hardy perennials, such as the 
georgette blouse, beaded or embroidered, the white lace blouse of filet and in combinations of laces, are here in 


many new or more elaborate diversifications. 


The cassock blouse, a survival of last season, also is back in force. 


Just a few models which stand out in all the vast array, not more for their beauty than for some new or dis- 
tinctive feature, I have selected for my sketches. 

The gold blouse, worn by the central figure, is new both in line and material. It arrives in plain gold tis- 
sue, in gold cloth shot with color and in gold-aud-color brocades. The richness of its material bears no further em- 
bellishment, so it is cut upon the simplest, straightest lines possible, merely fitted tight over the shoulders, the 


fullness due to the straight underarm seam being gathered in by straps at each side of the waist line. 


The 


sleeves are chopped off short and plain, the tail also is cut off short and square just below the waist line. 

To keep its proper place as a mere blouse, such a radiant garment requires other rich materials to subdue 
it. It is fitting only as a complement to the rich furs which are so elaborately lined with layers of chiffon and 
gold lace, and the metal turbans so much in vogue. Next at the right is sketched a blouse of dyed lace. As some- 
thing newer than georgette, dyed Jice is being featured. In colors to match your coat suit, it enables you to have 
a complete costume. The one pictured is of navy blue chantilly lace made upon a foundation upon which rib- 
bon bands of different colors and a gay little nosegay just above the belt gleam through the transparency of 
the lace. 

The cassock blouse comes in georgette of every description and in other materials. A new version is in 
jersey cloth as pictured on the extreme right, embroidered in fancy stitches of colored wools. A crocheted flow- 
er appliqued is frequently the center of a floral motif, 

Georgette of good quality is almost impossible to obtain, the shop keepers tell us, and therefore terribly ex- 
pensive. To the woman who must have a fresh blouse every day, it either is prohibitive in price or of such 
inferior quality that it won’t stand laundering. 
and in the new models as dainty as georgette. Plain tucked net blouses, or frilled or touched with lace, launder 
far more satisfactorily than georgette and when worn over a pretty camisole, what more dainty for a work-a-day 
blouse 

Next at the left of the central figure is the tie back blouse which is a new model. It may have either apron 
or surplice front, the ends of which tie into a short sash at the back. In the sketch, it is developed in two 
colors of georgette, navy blue and bisque. Many georgette blouses come in two-toned effects.
